IO Jb— A special truth com m ittee 
to investigate the tragedy of Hun­ 
gary’s 
abortive revolution 
was 
created today by the U.N. A ssem ­ 
bly despite Soviet refusal to co­ 
operate in any manner. 
The Assembly voted 59-8 for a 
resolution 
introduced 
by 
the 
United States and 23 other U. N 
members setting up a com m ittee 
composed of Australia. Ceylon. 
Denmark, Tunisia and Uruguay. 


The com m ittee was ordered to 
search out the facts anywhere it 
could and report back as soon as 
possible. It cannot go inside Hun­ 
gary nor any red-hloc country 
since Moscow continued its stub­ 
born policy of defying U N. ac­ 
tions and resolutions on Hungary.

"Another Approach 
To Brink" Of War,

Acheson testified for nearly four 
hours in a House Foreign Affairs 
Com m ittee hearing on the Presi-! 
dent’s military-economic plan to 
block Red expansion in the Middle 
East. 


"The interpretation Mr. Dulles 
puts upon what he is asking fright­ 
ens m e to .death,” Acheson de­ 
clared. He said Secretary’ of State 
Dulles w as indulging in "reckless 
talk" that "sounds perilously like 
another approach to the brink" of 
j war. 


The former secretary of state in 
the Truman administration lam ­ 
basted Eisenhower’s proposals for 
standby military authority 
and 
econom ic aid. "Vague, uncertain 
and inadequate" were words he 
used to describe them.

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Ike To Set No Precedent 
By Taking Oath Privately

WASHINGTON, Jan 
IO -,f> - 
Dwight D. Eisenhower'* decision 
to take the oath as president on a 
Sunday saves this country from 
a t e c h n i c a l embarrassment it 
laced back in 1821. 
Then it went a full day without 
a president. 
The problem before James Mon­ 
roe, getting ready for a second 
term, was the same as the one 
before Eisenhower. Monroe's first 
f 
term. under the Constitution, end- 
| 
n a noon Sunday tir> waited 
mil Monday to take the oath. 
This presidential shortage was 
offset by Rutherford B. Hayes. Ile 
took his oath a day ahead of time. 
on a Saturday, so for one day we 
had President Hayes and Presi­ 
dent U.S. Grant. 
As in the case with Monroe, the 
country survived. 
But Eisenhower will be setting 
no precedent by taking the oath 
pm ately on a Sunday. Woodrow 
W ilson did the same thing in 1917.1 
Naturally everyone hopes for 
good weather when the public in­ 
auguration takes place a week 
from Monday. But it snowed herp 
today, a reminder that weather 
often has been the leading char­ 
acter—-usually in the role of vil­ 
lain— in these celebrations. 
Rains have been frequent, and

occasionally there has been snow. 
It was only a few degrees above 
zero when Grant was sworn in in 
1873. But oldtimers hereabouts still 
recall with a shiver what general­ 
ly is conceded to be the worst 
weather in inaugural history. 
In 1909 William Howard Taft ran 
into a blizzard so severe the West 
Point cadets, coming to march in 
the parade, had to go ahead of 
their train chopping up the tele­ 
graph poles that had fallen across 
the tracks. 
Taft took the storm in stride 
“ I knew.’* he said, “ it would be 
a cold day when I was made 
president of the United States.” 
Possibly the weather that came 
nearest to changing history blew 
in with William Henry Harrison 
in 1841. 
It was a cold day, wintry and 
wet. Yet Harrison insisted on rid-[ 
ing to the Capitol on a white 
charger— and he wore neither hat I 
nor overcoat. 
W, If. was old enough to know 
better, too. At 68. he was the old-! 
est president ever inaugurated. 
At the Capitol he took off on 
the longest inaugural speech ever 
delivered, an hour 40 minutes. It 
would have been longer, if Daniel 
Webster is to be believed. The 
speech contained many a refer-! 
nee to Roman history, and Web-1 
ster, who edited the address, said 
he had killed off 17 Roman pro­ 
consuls in his efforts to pare it 
down. 
Later Harrison took part in three 
receptions. The strain of all this 
was believed to have taken a 
fearful toll Within a month Har­ 
rison was dead of pneumonia. 
We do so much whooping and 
hollering now that it’s hard to be­ 
lieve there was a time when be­ 
coming a U.S. president was fair­ 
ly simple. Tom Jefferson walked 
back to his boarding house, a block 
from the Capitol, after he was 
sworn in.

Among the statistics revealing details of th r 
nation s economic health in 1956 is a set of 
startling figures from the national air transport 
business. 
Planes are now carrying more passenger 
traffic (counting by passenger-m iles) than rail­ 
roads, and scheduled air transportation in 1956, 
for the first tim e since the Korean War, was 
solely responsible for a three per cent increase 
in dom estic intercity passenger traffic carried by 
the country’s transportation systems. 
Domestic airline passenger traffic in 1956 
increased 2.7 billion revenue passenger miles 
over 1955, while surface carriers showed a loss 
of 871 million passenger miles. 
Instead of falling o ft as had been predicted 
in som e circles because of possible saturation of 
the field, orders for new aircraft arc the largest 
in history. Positive orders and public statem ents 
of intention to order include 213 jet transport 
planes at a cost of $1.2 billion. 183 turbo-prop 
airplanes 
(aircraft 
with jet 
engines 
turning 
propellers! at a cost of $500 million, and 271 
piston-engine airplanes at a cost of more than 
$500 million. 
Revenue passenger miles of the airlines 
increased from 24 billion in 1955 to 28 billion in 
1956— a gain of approximately 14 per cent. Air 
freight revenue shows an equal gain. 
The air transportation system is now a solid

The Problem O f War 


Since 
1912, the world has boon disturbed 
by 
throats of war, wars, revolutions, counter-revolutions 
and the social and economic concomitants ot such 
upheavals. The present course of events started with 
tho em ergence of G erm any as an imperial and com ­ 
m ercial 
power of prim e 
magnitude, reducing 
the 
position of France atter the Franco-Prussian War in 
1870 and challenging the naval power of Great Britain 
at the turn of the century. 


B ism arck, who had created modern G erm any. 
had opposed colonialism for Germany, recognizing 
in 
G erm an y’* 
neighbors, 
Poland, 
Russia, 
the 
Austro • Hungarian 
E m pire, 
the 
Balkans 
am ple 
opportunities for m arkets tor the products of the 
developing G erm an industries, tin the other hand. 
as Kaiser Wilhelm c a m e to power, he sought to 
turn G erm any into a great naval power and min 
the 
dominant co m m e r cia l" pow cr of the 
world. 
Having defeated France by military power. G er­ 
m any now sought to replace Great Britain on the 
seas and in the com m ercial ports of the world. 


Eventually thus policy produced World War I which 
is really not yet over. In fact, in one form or another, 
the world has been at some kind of war for m ore 
than 40 years. 
Throughout this long period efforts have been m ade 
lo find a way to peace, tor the settlement of inter­ 
national disputes without recourse to war. The three 
most significant efforts in this direction were the 
l eague of Nations, the Kellogg-Briand Pact and the 
I nitcd Nations. None of these methods or organs has 
produced peace, impeded the preparations for w ar or 
lessened the force of imperialism. Although G erm any 
was defeated, Soviet Russia succeeded in establishing 
a new and larger and m ore significant em pire than 
the Kaiser had conceived or Hitler had achieved 


fine of thr major problem s of the later decades 
of the Nineteenth Century was the intensification 
of nationalism, particularly following the revolu­ 
tions of 1848. One result of this was the weakening 
of the Austro-Hungarian and tho Turkish Em pires, 
producing a larger num ber of new nations in the 
Balkans 
and 
in thr 
Middle 
East. 
Students 
of 
polities 
often 
feared 
the 
consequences 
of 
this 
trend a* Increasing the number of nations, in crea s­ 
ing trade harriers and accentuating dislikes and 
prejudices among peoples. 


There are now WI m em ber slates of the United 
Nations and this docs not include all the countries 
on Earth. 
Professor Carlton Hayes, describing what in the 
Nineteenth Century was regarded as national liberal­ 
ism. wrote: 
". . . . the kind which postulated an atomized 
Europe 
of 
self-conscious 
nationalities, 
each 
one. 
whether large or smalt, romantically prizing its dis­ 
tinctive language and historic traditions, peacefully 
attaining to political independence and constitutional 
governm ent, and. of course, not denying to others the 
right of national self - determ ination it claim ed for 
itself 
But thus type of liberalism produced war. 
Hayes 
said of it: 
Divested of rom antic trappings of altruism 
and cosmopolitanism, it was rendered nakedly realist’ 
and unblushingly self-centered. No longer modest or 
pacific, it grew blatant and bellicose: and with pride 
of success substituted for m ere aspiration, it took on 
an im perialistic complexion. 
For a nation which by 
force of arm s had dem onstrated its fitness to survive 
m ust be superior to others, and entitled, in so tar as 
it could, to dominate them. This type of nationalism 
was obviously not liberal 


The 
Bolsheviks 
who, 
as 
Marxists, despised 
nationalism and patriotism , have become intensely 
nationalistic, not only in Soviet Russia hut in cai h 
nl the satellite countries. And within Soviet Russia, 
the governm ent and party have tried to extirpate 
all 
evidences 
of 
minority 
differences 
even 
as 
Czarist Russia tried to do in the sam e area* and 
to the sa m e peoples. 


Today, Arab nationalism is asserting itselt more 
affectively than it ever has in Islam ’s history and it 
has, during the past year, given evidence ot greater 
potency than ever before, but it is not realistic be­ 
m use just as Pan-Slavism could never bind all the 
Slavic peoples into a unity, so there is no evidence 
that Pan-Arabism or Pan-Islam can bind Iraq ( Baby­ 
lonia' to Egypt or Saudi Arabia to Lebanon. There is 
plenty ot history behind these difterences. 
Realistically it needs to be laced that no method 
has yet been discovered by the human mind to over­ 
come the tendency of ” a lions to use war as an 
extension ot diplomacy, to pit strength against intel­ 
ligence and killing against m orality. That is where we 
stand in 1957.

reason, that they would be c a r­ 
ried auf. But in his first years as 
President, he unhappily discov­

When a physician is asked how 
a cold should be treated, he is 
likely to reply. “ Symptomatical­ 
ly ” 
This m eans there is no 
specific rem edy and each sym p­ 
tom is treated as it arises. Go to 
hod. stay warm , push fluids, and 
take aspirin for headache and a 
codein preparation for cough. 
Nasal congestion can be re­ 
lieved tem porarily by nose-drops 
or a spray containing a vaso­ 
constrictor such as ephedrine or 
neo-synephrine. These drugs are 
capable of shrinking the mem­ 
branes and opening the nasal 
passageways. 
It is wonderful to 
be able to breathe again through 
the nostrils. But the good effects 
are short lived and the procedure
